The March 21 Hk Report says that Oscar 8 
goes around the world every 103.23162 minutes 
and advences 25.80267 degrees longitude at the 
equator on each go-around. It "flies" at an 
altitude of 565 miles and can be heard by us 
when it is over a QTH that is within 2000 
miles of us. Whenever it crosses the equator 
going north, it reaches our letitude (38°) 11 
minutes later and Lhe longitudinal advance 
when it gets to 38° Lat. (because the inclina- 
tion is 99.146 degrees and because the earth 
rotates) is 10 


For those who want to hear Oscar 8, the 
easiest way to do so if you- live in the Bay 
Area is: At the projected evening "overhead" 
times and dates of the A mode as listed below, 
listen for Oscar 8's CW beacon on 29.402 MHz. 
After you have located this beacon, listen be- 
tween 29.400 MHz and 29.500 MHz for repeated 
Signals from hams. Most of the repeated signals 
Will be in the 29.450 MHz region where you 
will hear both CW and phone.

On the weekend of Merch 25 & 26, WR6ACP 
was heard on WRO“#HK frequencies. Many Ques- 
tions were asked and many different types of 
answers given, none of which were totally - 
correct. The Owners of ACP, K6POU and WG6HOF, 
Wendell Peterson and Robert Richter, asked me 
for permission to turn up ACP for testing and 
to keep their frequency sanction. The way it 
ended up, I was told they were going to put 
it on the air and they were just letting me 
know. . 


As many will remember, ACP asked the 
Repeater Group months ago for permission to 
have a repeater on Mt. Diablo on AK fre- 
quencies to be used as a BACK-UP repeater. 
It would be used in case something happened 
to AHK and at other short intervals with the 
permission of AHK. 


As of the writing of this article, I was 
assured that WR6ACP would turn off ACP and it 
would be used as originally egreed. They 
will present a formal proposal to the Club's 
Steering Committee, which will then present 
it before the group at the next meeting on 
May 10, 1978. 


Two things should be remembered. The 
Club recently voted not to put or move AHK 
to Mt. Diablo, as the c coverage would be too 
great, etc. The Club also voted to go from 
an open repeater status to a secondary con- 
trol repeater for the same reasons. I will 
not go into those reasons here. 


During the above weekend, one owner of 
ACP let it be known over the air and to me 
that the secondary on-off codes would be 
made available to the club membership and 
then a club member would have to decide what 
repeater he wanted up and make a choice. 
This was not in the original agreement. 
This should be decided in a democratic pro- 
cess at a club meeting by all the members 
voting what they want. 


As I see it now, without seeing or hear- 
ing any formal presentation, the Club will 
have to decide between many alternatives. 
present, we have a good operating repeater 
with absolutely no problems. It is being 
operated as the Club has voted that it be | 
operated. If the membership decides it wants 
something different, they may vote a change 
and all will abide by it, (I hope).

Eventually, 
members will say "why should I pay into a re- 
‘peater that is never up?" etc. Again, if this 
is carried further, AHK will never be up, the

I asked and was told by the owners of ACP 
that it is possible that.the on-and-off codes 
could be given to non-club members. Now if 
enough non-club members have these codes and 
they always are turning up ACP, what choice do 
AHK members have as to the repeater they want 
to heer? One owner of ACP told me thet he 
hoped some agreement could be worked out and 
he hoped that he would not have to use other 
methods to obtain acceptance of their proposal. 
The other owner of ACP told me AHK is falling 
apart, that many members are quitting, and 
there cen be NO compromise, ACP will go on the 
air on 66-06 with or without AHK permission. 
If five members want to quit AHK, I have five 
others who want to join, so whet else is new? 
It is my feeling thet this proposal is being 
jemmed down our throsts whether we went it or > 
not.
